We  want  to  call  your  attention  to  changes  in  the  numbers  of  AIDS  cases  by  race/ethnicity  in  the 
September  2009  Quarterly  AIDS  Surveillance  Report  due  to  a recent  conversion  to  a new  HIV 
reporting  data  management  system.  The  new  data  system  was  developed  by  the  Centers  for 
Disease  Control  and  Prevention  to  allow  us  to  track  disease  status  and  other  information  for 
HIV/AIDS  cases,  including  race/ethnicity,  from  multiple  sources.  Prior  to  the  conversion,  data 
on  race/ethnicity  was  determined  solely  from  information  collected  from  the  health  care  provider 
where  the  case  was  initially  diagnosed  and  reported.  Race/ethnicity  obtained  from  other  sources 
(for  example,  death  certificates)  was  not  incorporated  even  if  it  differed  from  the  initial  case 
report.  The  new  data  system  allows  us  to  consider  information  from  all  sources  and  provides  a 
hierarchy  to  determine  the  most  accurate  source  of  information. 

By  incorporating  additional  sources  of  race/ethnicity  reporting,  there  was  a slight  decrease  in  the 
numbers  of  white,  African  American,  Asian/Pacific  Islander,  and  Native  American  cases  and  an 
increase  in  the  numbers  of  Latino  cases  and  cases  with  multiple  races  (Tables  3,  6,  7,  8).  The 
proportions  of  cases  in  these  race/ethnicity  categories  have  not  changed.  Most  of  the  changes  are 
due  to  using  information  collected  from  death  certificates  (generally  a very  accurate  source  of 
race/ethnicity)  and  do  not  reflect  any  substantial  demographic  change  in  the  epidemic.

We  would  like  to  inform  you  that  we  have  made  corrections  to  three  previously  published 
Quarterly  AIDS  Surveillance  Reports.  These  reports  contain  data  on  AIDS  cases  reported  through 
September  2009,  December  2009  and  March  2010.  We  have  identified  an  error  in  the  computer 
code  used  to  summarize  cumulative  AIDS  indicator  conditions  following  a change  in  the  case 
reporting  data  management  system.  This  resulted  in  the  numbers  and  percentages  for  certain  AIDS 
indicator  conditions  being  displayed  incorrectly  in  Table  1 1 (Cumulative  AIDS  Indicator  Conditions 
among  Persons  with  AIDS)  and  Table  16  (Cumulative  AIDS  Indicator  Conditions  among  Persons 
Living  with  AIDS).  Those  errors  have  been  corrected  and  the  revised  reports  have  been  posted 
online  at  www.sfdph.org/dph/comupg/oprograms/hivepisec/default.asp.
